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EMERGENCY abdominal 
surgery has been suspended 
at Banbury's Horton 
General Hospital because 
of a lack of consultants 
with the necessary 
expertise. 

The surgery stopped at the 
Horton on Friday and was 
transferred to Oxford's John 
Radcliffe Hospital. 

The decision affected patients 
requiring emergency operations 
for appendicitis, emergency 
hernias and acute bowel and 
gallbladder problems. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust, which runs the 
county's biggest hospitals, made 
the announcement as it 
revealed plans for a major 
consultation on services at the 
Horton. 

The trust said it had plans to 
expand outpatients and routine 
day surgery in Banbury to 
"bring a wider range of services 
closer to home for patients 
living in the north of the 
county". 

And it said its vision for the 
Horton General "encompassed 
a secure future for paediatrics, 
obstetrics and the emergency

But the trust said it was faced 
with little option but to transfer 
emergency abdominal surgery 
to the JR. 

Paul Brennan, director of 
clinical services at OUHT, said: 
"Because of some unexpected 
changes in medical staffing 
personnel, there are no longer 
enough consultants with the 
required expertise in major 
abdominal surgery within the 
surgical team at the Horton to 
ensure that patients requiring 
emergency assessment and 
surgery can be cared for safely. 

"The trust, therefore, took a 
decision to suspend emergency 
abdominal surgery at the 
Horton General Hospital and 
transfer the small number of 
patients requiring such surgery 
to the John Radcliffe." 

On average, five patients a 
week have emergency 
abdominal surgery at the 
Horton. 

The trust could not say how 
many consultants it had at the 
Horton, nor how many were 
needed. 

And the arrangement could 


be made permanent in the 
face of national 
recommendations that 
emergency surgical 
patients should have 
the same access to 
suitable surgeons as H 
non-emergency 
patients. 

Despite the 

emergency surgery jpl 
being suspended, 
the consultation on * 
services at the 
Horton will be 
launched in March. 

The trust will publish a 
document setting out its 
proposals in mid February. 

Mr Brennan said: "Our 
proposals should increase 
the number of 
services available 
to people at the 
Horton. In 
particular, we 
will expand the 
number of 
outpatient 
clinics and day- 
case and short- 
stay elective 
surgery 

available at the 
Horton."

Schools frozen out 



ALMOST nine out of every ten 
schools in the county were 
closed on Friday as a blizzard 
of snow blanketed the county.

again. 

"But it is up to them whether 
they close." 

On Monday, a total of 38 schools 
were closed or part-closed and 
there were four which opened later 
than usual. 

But many elated youngsters took 
the chance to test out their sledges 
in fields and along the streets. 

Chipping Norton proved a 
popular destination, where snow 
was compacted by residents in The 
Leys to create the perfect sledging 
slope. 

The nearby recreation ground 
also provided a venue for 
snowboarders, including Terence 
Goad, 40, of Oxford. 

Mr Goad said: "It's just a 20 to 
30-metre run, so it's not the Alps, 
but it's something to get you out 
and about and it's a good excuse to 
do something before you go to the 
pub. I live in Oxford but I used to

know it's quite 
good for 
snowboarding. I 
wasn't the only one 
doing it, there were 
a few others, 
including a few 
kids."

Locals reported that gritters who 
arrived to deal with The Leys were 
turned away by residents, who 
wanted their slope to remain in tact. 

And although there was initial 
traffic chaos as the first layers of 
snow blanketed roads, Oxfordshire 
County Council gritters were out 
continuously laying salt, first to clear 
the main routes and then to prevent 
ice forming later. 

Over the weekend, the number of 
calls to emergency services shot up, 
with hundreds of extra calls to the 
ambulance service on Saturday 
alone. South Central Ambulance 


Service spokesman James Keating- 
Wilkes said the service had received 
around 500 extra calls between 
12.01am on Friday and 6.45pm on 
Saturday. 

The service's two control centres 
handled 2,652 999 calls, 486 of 
which were about falls and 94 about 
road incidents. 

Trains suffered some minor delays 
due to the weather, while several bus 
routes were altered due to snow on 
side roads. 

The weather forced Oxfordshire 
County Council to close every library 
in the county.

VILLAGES near Banbury have become the 
first in the UK to be fully equipped with a 
super-fast fibre optic broadband network. 

Deddington, Barford St Michael, Aynho 
Wharf, Hempton and Clifton can now get 
fibre-optic broadband for every home 
following work by BT. 

This allows Internet providers to offer 


speeds of up to 330mbps compared to a 
county average of 12mbps, though 
subscription costs will be higher. 

If take-up is high, the firm said the pilot 
scheme could be rolled out to other areas. 

The first homes got the new service on 
Monday and all will be able to sign up by the 
end of the month, BT said. 


■ 'No confidence' over Government response 

Coundl chief 
tells of district 
planning fears 


A PLANNING boss has said a 
Government response to 
"opportunistic" housing 
plans around Banbury "does 
not give me confidence". 

Cherwell District Council's 
Michael Gibbard spoke after 
Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
raised in the Commons the issue 
of a housing crisis facing the 
area. 

New estates backed by the 
council have not been built and 
plans for further estates have yet 
to be agreed by the authority in 
its new Local Plan - its planning 
blueprint. 

This has led to plans being put 
forward for villages like Bloxham 
and Hook Norton, which are not 
included in the Local Plan, with 
developers claiming they will 
provide much-needed homes. 

Sir Tony told MPs that although 
the council could refuse these 
schemes, their decision may be 
overturned on appeal. 

He warned: "If that continues 
to happen, it will undermine any 
concept of a Local Plan." 

Planning inspectors - who rule 
on planning appeals - must get

"clear guidance" on draft Local 
Plans or risk "opportunist 
planning applications", he said. 

Planning minister Nick Boles 
said: "The draft plan that 
Cherwell District Council has 
produced emphatically does have 
some weight in decisions." 

Estates which have not been 
built should be "considered 
deliverable" unless they are 
"clearly and demonstrably 
unviable", he said. 

Yet he emphasised the lack of 
homes was "one of the greatest 
crises of social justice facing our 
country". 

After the debate, Sir Tony said: 
"I hope that the Minister's 
unequivocal language will stop 
developers and lawyers making 
opportunistic planning 
applications." 

But the council's Mr Gibbard, 
lead member for planning, said 
of Mr Boles' statement: "It does 
not give me confidence that the 
emerging Local Plan will be a 
great factor in inspectors' 


decisions." In March, Banner 
Homes won an appeal for 82 
homes off Oxford Road, 

Bodicote, with the inspector 
saying the lack of house-building 
was "a clear justification" for the 
scheme. 

And the council is facing two 
appeals over a total 150 homes 
in Bloxham, 70 in Hook Norton 
and 145 south of Salt Way, south 
Banbury, none of which are 
included in the Local Plan. 

Mr Gibbard said: "He hasn't 
really said anything. We will only 
know when we have the result of 
those appeals." 

Now Miller Homes has 
announced a plan for 60 homes 
inTadmarton Road, Bloxham. 

An exhibition will be held in 
Jubilee Park Hall on Friday, 
February 1, from 3pm to 9pm 
and the next day, from 10am to 
3pm. 

Spokesman Andy Evans said: 
"We believe that our site is a far 
more suitable and sustainable 
option which would help meet 
the current housing land 
shortfall."

Homes plan 
is rejected 

■ PLANS for 35 homes in a 
field off Hampton Drive, 

King's Sutton, have been 
rejected by South 
Northamptonshire Council.

Trickster carer is 
to repay just £1 


A MENTAL health carer, 
who was jailed for stealing 
more than £31,000 from a 
vulnerable woman, has 
been ordered to pay just 
£ 1 . 

Denise Kiff, who worked for 
the Mencap charity, stole 
money from Maureen Baker, 
who she was supposed to be 
looking after, over the course 
of four years. 

Following the court case, 
Mencap condemned Kiff's 
"cynical exploitation" and said 
it was looking at ways to 
ensure Miss Baker did not 
suffer financial loss. 

A spokesman for the 
organisation, Elly Button, said: 
"Mencap wholly condemns 
Kiff's cynical exploitation of 
Miss Baker, a person with a 
learning disability who was in 
her care. 

"We are pleased that Kiff 
has been brought to justice 
following our contacting

police about her behaviour. 

"While we are not able to 
comment on Kiff's financial 
situation, or the judge's 
decision, Mencap is exploring 
how best to ensure that Miss 
Baker does not suffer financial 
loss." 

Kiff, 41, admitted 19 counts 
of fraud and was jailed at 
Oxford Crown Court in 
December last year for 1 6 
months. 

The carer, of St Leonards 
Close, Banbury, was told to 
pay a nominal confiscation 
order of £1 at the court last 
Thursday due to her 
bankruptcy. 

The order, imposed by 
Judge Mary Jane Mowat, is 
meant to prevent defendants 
from benefiting from the 
proceeds of their crime and is 
determined on their available

assets. Kiff scammed 
£31,217.71 from Miss Baker, 
aged in her 60s but who had 
the mental age of a five-year- 
old and lived in sheltered 
accommodation. 

The carer used the woman's 
debit card to withdraw 
hundreds of pounds cash, 
which she used to buy 


Chinese takeaways and 
clothes. 

She also took a £5,000 
bank loan from Santander 
Bank in Miss Baker's name. 

The court was told in 
December that Kiff had 
worked as Miss Baker's sole 
support worker for many years 
and had been employed by 
Mencap since 1998, when the 
charity took over the company 
she worked for. 

Wendy Hewitt, prosecuting, 
told the court that Kiff had 
been using Miss Baker's debit 
cards from as far back as April 
2007 until March 2011, when 
she ceased working with her. 

Jane Brady, defending, said 
Kiff regretted her actions and 
had taken the money because 
she had financial difficulty and 
wanted to help her recently 
widowed father. 

Judge Ian Pringle told Kiff 
she had breached Miss Baker's 
trust.

Sir Tony hits back over reforms 


CONSERVATIVE Banbury MP Sir 
Tony Baldry has defended 
Government welfare reforms after a 
council report warned they forced 
more into poverty. 

Cherwell District Council this 
month said a ten per cent cut in 
Government cash support for council 
tax benefit could hit those impacted 
by the reforms. 

It said the changes could "push 
more people into poverty and home¬ 
lessness" and they could "then turn 
to the council for help". 


Sir Tony said a move to cut hous¬ 
ing benefit for social housing tenants 
would help working-age people 
"face similar choices to their coun¬ 
terparts in the private rented sector". 

The changes would cut the benefit 
up to 25 per cent if a tenant had 
"spare" bedrooms. 

Sir Tony said: "There are 250,000 
social housing tenants living in over¬ 
crowded accommodation and over 
five million people on waiting lists, 
so it is difficult to justify why people 
in accommodation that is too big for 


their needs should be subsidised." 

A cap on a range of benefits to 
£26,000 a year would exclude pay¬ 
ments such as council tax benefit 
and pension credit, he said. 

Responding to Labour claims the 
cuts would price people out of rent¬ 
ed properties, he said that £30m of 
Goverment support would help 
"ease the transition" for councils. 

Regarding the opposition's call for 
a cap on private rents, he said the 
Government will undertake an 
inquiry to look at rent control.

Building programme could be spent. It 
aims to give money to developers or 
councils to press ahead with schemes 
which have planning permission, but 
have stalled because there isn't money 
available to complete them. 

And activists from the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England have had to 


accept the need for homes to be built 
in the countryside. 

Prime Minister and local MP David 
Cameron recently said homes would 
need to be built on so-called 
"greenfield" sites to meet the UK's 
need. 

But CPRE Oxfordshire director Helen 
Marshall said all other options should 
be exhausted before Britain's fields are 
built upon. 

She said: "Our view is that we 
accept there is a need for more new 
homes in the country, and a few might 
have to be on greenfield sites, but we 
think there's an awful lot more that can 
be done before they start building on 
our countryside. 

"Housebuilders have already got 
planning permission for thousands of 
homes, so they should start by doing 
that, and there's an awful lot which 
could be done with empty homes, as 
well as brownfield sites. 

"If they look at those things first, 
they would go a long way to solving 
the problems." 

She added: "Whilst development 
always comes with the promise of 
infrastructure, even if it does appear, 
often it is after the event rather than 
before. 

"We are seeing such a scale of 
development and the rural roads are 
not geared up to take that level of 
increase in traffic. 

"We would call for more emphasis 
on meeting infrastructure requirements 
within any planning application and 


there should be more consideration of 
what needs to go in first before the rest 
of the development happens." 

While the scale of housing 
development has raised concerns about 
roads, schools and hospitals, for others 
it is a much needed opportunity to 
house more people in need. 

County MP Andrew Smith said the 
lack of affordable housing in 
Oxfordshire was a "desperate" 
situation. 

He said: "I write to constituents 


every day who are in unsatisfactory or 
overcrowded accommodation and 
cannot get the social housing they 
need. 

"The key thing is to get them built 
and get them built within a scale that 
can actually meet the local housing 
need. Once we have got this, we will 
see if we need more." 

Cherwell District Council has a 
social housing target of 100 each year. 
It would not say whether it had 
achieved this.

■ THE case of a man charged 
with recording the highest 
drink-drive reading in Thames 
Valley during this year's festive 
police clampdown has been 
adjourned.

MP tells of dementia fear 


RELATIVES find it “almost 
impossible” to find care home 
places for those without dementia, 
Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry has 
said. 

The Conservative spoke during a 
Commons debate on the condition. 

He said that 30 years ago, 
nursing homes were “mostly full of 
spry widows in their 70s”. 

He said: “But it is now 
impossible to get into a nursing

home or residential care home in 
my constituency unless one is 
suffering from severe Alzheimer’s 
or dementia. 

“As a consequence, many more 
people with mild dementia are now 
living at home in the community, 
being looked after by carers.” 

More care assistants are needed 
in hospitals, nursing homes and to 
support people to live at home, he 
told the debate. 

But he warned some GPs appear 
unwilling to diagnose dementia 
because they do not know what 
services to offer sufferers. 

He said: “I have little fear of 
death — death at worst can be 
eternal darkness — but I have a 
total fear of getting dementia.” 

And he referred to the “tragic” 
case of Cynon Valley MP Ann 
Clwyd, who last month said her 
late husband suffered “indifference 
and contempt” from nurses. 

Sir Tony said: “We must get 
compassion back into the NHS.”

"requires improvement" 
Ofsted judgement. 

St Mary's Primary School, 
in Southam Road, Banbury, 
was judged to "require 
improvement" following an 
inspection in October, 
triggering regular monitoring 
visits. 

The controversial new 
judgement replaces 
"satisfactory", and is less 
serious than schools judged 
"inadequate", which are 
either told they have serious 
weaknesses or are placed in 
special measures. 

In October, the school 
was told pupils did not 
make consistently good 
progress and teaching was 
not good enough. 

Writing, maths and 
marking were also 
highlighted as areas for 
improvement. 

But headteacher Kathryn 
Crawford and other senior 
leaders were told they had 
brought stability and drive 
to the school after a period 
of uncertainty, due to 


changes in leadership. 

At the monitoring 
inspection in December, 
results of which have just 
been published, inspector 
Ian Hodgkinson said: 

"School records indicate 
that the quality of teaching 
continues to improve 
following a determined 
effort to eradicate 
inadequate practice. 

"A new system of staff 
appraisal has been 
introduced to ensure that all 
are focused on the key 
school improvement 
priorities of raising standards 
in English and mathematics 
through better teaching." 

He said action plans had 
been drawn up that 
identified "useful initiatives" 
on how to address the issues 
raised - but said they were 
not always clear about 
timescales for bringing them 
in or how long they would 
take. 

Mr Hodgkinson said: 
"Senior leaders and 
governors are taking 
effective action to tackle the 


areas requiring improvement 
identified." 

The school was told it 
needed to sharpen its targets 
and success criteria within 
the school action plan, and 
make sure there were 
specific opportunities for the 
school to be evaluated 
against how well it was 
doing. 

He also told the school 
that leadership needed to be 
distributed more widely 
across the staff, to develop 
the capacity to improve 
across the school. 

The school will continue 
to be monitored until its 
next full inspection, which 
is likely to be within two 
years of the original 
judgement. 

The new rating has 
attracted controversy as 
some headteachers and 
union leaders believe the 
new terminology is 
unnecessarily negative. 

But Oxfordshire County 
Council's education chief, 
Melinda Tilley, has 
supported the new 
framework to jolt schools 
not performing as well as 
they could out of 
"complacency".

THE ambulance service that 
serves Oxfordshire saw their 
busiest weekend on record over 
the festive period. 

Every year over-indulgence and 
cold weather sickness combine to 
put huge pressure on the emergency 
services in winter. 

The year's heaviest volume of 
calls traditionally occur at the end 
of the working week before 
Christmas, and the number of calls 
taken by South Central Ambulance 
Service can increase by more than 
300 on a single night. 

From December 24 to December

26, the service - which covers 
Oxfordshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Berkshire and Hampshire - took 
4,076 calls. That is an increase of 
7.1 per cent on the record-breaking 
2011 total of 3,807. 

The New Year period also saw a 
rise on last year, with SCAS taking 
3,063 calls on New Year's Eve and 
New Year's Day, compared to 2,895 
in 2011. 

The service normally deals with 
an average of 1,189 calls on 


Saturdays the rest of the year. 

SCAS said many things had 
contributed to the leap in calls, 
including increased alcohol 
consumption during the Christmas 
party season, bad winter weather, 
car accidents on icy roads, and 
respiratory and viral illnesses. 

Ambulance service staff, both 
past and present, said that dealing 
with cases of over-indulgence often 
took them away from genuine 
emergencies. 

Paramedic Matthew Bipp said: 
"When someone is drunk, you've no 
idea how long you will be with 
them." 

Former ambulance driver Tony 
Ledger, 70, retired in September 
with 38 years' experience under his 
belt. 

He said the Christmas period was 
jolting and often disturbing for 
paramedics. He said: "If people saw 
what we saw at Christmas, they 
would never drink again. Over- 
indulgence is something else. 

People just go mad. 

"From when the shift starts to 
when it ends, it's just craziness. You 
never really know what you are 
going to get. You may think it would 
be the kids, but it's usually the office 
parties. 

"And that can take you away from 
a real emergency." 

There is also the cost of dealing 
with such incidents. 

Ambulance spokesman James 
Keating-Wilkes said: "Like all public 
sector organisations, SCAS is under 
pressure to save money whilst at the 
same time continue to provide the 
best possible mobile healthcare to 
those who most need it. 

"With each incident we attend 
costing an average of £247, SCAS 
would appeal to people to access 
the service responsibly. That would 
help ensure that resources remain 
available to respond to genuine 
medical emergencies."

Patients reveal 'good' experiences at GP surgeries 


SATISFACTION with GP surgeries in 
Oxfordshire is above the national 
average, a Government survey has found. 

The Department of Health's GP Patient 
Survey showed 96 per cent of those 
questioned had either a "good" or "very 
good" experience with their surgery. 

Of the 11,712 people surveyed in 
Oxfordshire, 5,883 said they had a "very 
good" experience and 4,668 people said 


they had a "good" experience. The 
survey, which ran between January and 
September, found the national average 
was 82 per cent. 

It also found 70 per cent (8,104 of 
11,589) of Oxfordshire respondents had 
confidence and trust in their GP, 
compared to 65 per cent nationally. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group chief clinical officer Stephen 


Richards, said: "The patient survey is a 
well-respected indicator of how GP 
surgeries are performing. I am delighted 
to see that Oxfordshire is rated so highly 
across the board. 

"It also helps us to see how our 
patients' expectations of the service we 
provide are changing and what areas 
would benefit from improvement. 

"Questions around opening times 


show that 74 per cent of patients would 
like to access Saturday appointments, for 
example, and also that whilst currently 
only four per cent of people book 
appointments online, 36 per cent would 
prefer to do so using the Internet." 

The group hopes to take these ideas 
forward with the NHS Commissioning 
Board, which is responsible for 
commissioning GP services.

AN award-winning scheme 
aimed at tackling petrol thefts 
in the Cherwell area could be 
rolled out to other districts. 

The Vehicle Identity Protection 
Scheme was introduced in 
Banbury, Bicester and Kidlington 
last April after the number of car 
registration plate thefts and fuel 
forecourt thefts shot up by 246 per 
cent. 

In its first six months, police 
have seen dramatic reductions. 

Between April and June 2012 
there was a 67.4 per cent drop in 
number plate thefts and a 44.3 per 
cent fall in the number of people 
filling up their cars with fuel and 
driving off without paying. 

The initiative Forecourt Watch 
was set up to tackle the problem 
head-on. 

It saw dozens of garages across 
Cherwell sign up to the scheme, 
in which details of stolen number 
plates - captured on CCTV - were 
passed to them as soon as they 
were reported. 

There was also a radio system 
linking them to each other and the 
police. 

Garages in the initiative also 
fitted anti-theft number plate 
screws, as part of an MoT, and the 
special screws were available free 
from police stations in Banbury, 
Bicester and Kidlington. 

Supt Andy Boyd, who set up 
the scheme, said: "There had been 
an increasing number of thefts of 
car number plates, and a rise in 
petrol thefts from forecourts. 

"The two crimes are linked. 
Stolen registration plates are used 
by thieves who drive away from 
petrol stations without paying for 
fuel. 

"They are also used by 
criminals who commit serious 
crimes that require getaway cars. 
Number plate thieves can also 
avoid speeding fines, parking 
tickets and congestion charges. 

"The innocent owners of the 
plates are usually the first to be 
questioned by police investigating 
the crimes - and receive letters 
demanding payment of speeding

and parking fines." 

Figures show that between April 
and June last year, there were 14 
number plate thefts, compared 
with 43 in 2011. 

And between July and 
September 2012, number plate 
thefts fell from 27 in 2011 to 14 
last year. 

Fuel thefts have also reduced - 
from 86 between April and June 
2010, to 47 in the same period 
during 2012, and from July to 
September last year, there were 56 
cases compared to 61 in the same 
period in 2011. Co-ordinator of 
the Cherwell Crime Partnership, 
June Lynes, said: "We have been 
approached by other local police 
areas as they have been impressed 
with the results. 

"I have already had interest 
from Reading and Milton Keynes, 
who have been interested in how 
we have done it." 

The scheme was funded by a 
£10,896 grant from the 
Government's Community Action 
Against Crime Innovation Fund, 
awarded to the Cherwell Crime 
Partnership. 

The initiative won a partnership 
innovation award from the 
Association of Business Crime 
Partnerships' Partnership 
Excellence Awards 2012.

on live laughter 


L ast time Jo Caulfield came to 
Oxfordshire she did a gig at 
The Theatre in Chipping 
Norton, which she described 
as full of Range Rovers and wellies. 

"I couldn't believe how posh it 
was, like a village for rich people 
who want to live in the country/' 
she said. However, she is looking 
forward to returning to The Theatre 
on February 1 as well as dropping 
in to Milton Keynes this Sunday.

LIGHTING is, without doubt, the 
new jewellery for modern cars and 
the Peugeot 208 positively drips 
with it. 

At night, the front has a stripe of 
LED lighting wrapped round the 
headlights and the rear wears dis¬ 
tinctive 'claws' of LED lighting. 
Inside, the test model glowed with a 
white LED interior light and gleam¬ 
ing blue strips, surrounding both the 
instrumentation and, most dramati¬ 
cally, the huge panoramic sunroof. 

The good news is that all this 
attractive, but frivolous, bling is 
backed up by solid, sensible, practi¬ 
cal qualities, essential for a car com¬ 
peting in one of the largest and most 
hotly-contested areas of the car mar¬ 
ket. Competing against the likes of 
the Ford Fiesta, Vauxhall Corsa, 
Volkswagen Polo and Mini, the 
208's appearance is streamlined, 
agile, dynamic and distinctive. 

Peugeot is a company with a seri¬ 
ous small-car heritage and the 208, 
which is available in two distinct 
body styles, three- and five-door, fol¬ 
lows a series of superbly successful 
cars, including the 205, 206 and 
207. 

The profile of the three-door is 
more sculpted and hollowed out 
than the five-door, with a quarter 
panel reminiscent of the iconic 
1980s 205. 


The THP 156 'warm' hatch, with 
sharp handling and a willing engine, 
also rekindles much of the sporting 
DNA of previous models in a much 
more refined package. 

Compared to its predecessor, the 
car is lighter and slightly smaller, but 
paradoxically, it has more space 
inside, both for passengers and for 
cargo. The car's wheelbase is identi¬ 
cal to that of its predecessor, but the 
adoption of more compact front seat 
backs helps to give significantly 
more space in the rear for passen¬ 
gers, as well as a larger boot. Other 
neat touches, such as dual-zone air 
conditioning, also help to improve 
passenger comfort. 

The driving experience is taut and 
refined, and the test car has a front 
subframe that is reinforced to cope 
with the performance potential of 
the 156 horsepower engine. 

With prices starting at about 
£10,000, all 208s feature an elec-

British car buyers 'simply hate haggling' 


ALMOST a fifth of Britons hate to 
haggle but say that where 
buying a car is concerned the 
difficult economic climate is 
forcing them to do so, 
according to new research. 

The study, completed by online car 
research and buying portal 
Recombu Cars, has found that 
a further third (33 per cent) of 
British car buyers say haggling 
does not come naturally to 
them. 

Of the 2,000 respondents, 29 per 
cent said intimidating sales 
staff influenced them 
negatively, while 18 per cent 
were put off by a lack of 
knowledge about what they 
were buying. 

Among the most common 


symptoms of haggle anguish 
were racing hearts and 
blushing at 19 per cent each, 
stuttering at 13 per cent and 
then a dry mouth and sweaty 
palms, both with 12 per cent. 

However, 21 per cent of the same 
sample said that information 
gained online - including 
prices - helped them to haggle 
in person, with 13 per cent 
going further and preferring to 
simply buy online and cut out 
the haggling process altogether. 

Rory Reid, editor of Recombu Cars, 
said: "In the current economic 
climate everyone is trying to 
look after the pennies and even 
though we might not like doing 
it, Brits are being forced to 
haggle for the best deal. 


"Access to information online has 
certainly made the buying 
process easier and it helps 
shoppers get away from pushy 
salesmen who will do anything 
to get their hands on your 
money." 

Meanwhile, Fiat has announced UK 
prices for its Panda 4x4 and 
Panda Trekking, two versions of 
its good value supermini that 
offer a little extra off-road 
ability. This latest Panda offering 
starts at £13,950 for the TwinAir
